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INTRODUCTION. 


3 RE is nothing which reflects greater 
honor upon human nature, than thoſe Inſtitu- 
tions which owe their riſe to motives of Benevo- 
lence, and of ſuch there are many and excellent 
in their kinds, the glory and ornament of theſe 
Kingdoms. But where we find attention to 
the relief of private diſtreſs, joined to the 
moſt effectual care of the public intereſts, we 
cannot help admiring the political wiſdom of 
ſuch an Inſtitution, whilſt we are delighted with 
the reflection that it is the ſource of happineſs 
to individuals. Inſtitutions of this ſort, how- 
ever, requiring ability proportionable to the 
beneficial effects which they are meant to pro- 
duce, cannot be ſupported unleſs cheriſhed by 
the ſtreams of public Munificence, and the invi- 
gorating rays of Royal Favor. 


With regard to that which it is our purpoſe to 
trace from its Origin to its preſent ſtate of Splen- 
dor, 
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dor, every one who wiſhes well to this Country 
muſt with pleaſure remark, how much its Inte- 
reſts have been thought worthy the attention of 
our Sovereigns, from the glorious Founders of it, 
to the Prince who now fits upon the Throne, 
whoſe peculiar happineſs it is to promote and 
encourage every undertaking which tends to the 


Good of his People. 


The Character of piety and humanity which (a) 
Hiſtory has given to the Conſort of William the 
Third, appears to have been juſtly founded ; 
many effects of her excellent diſpoſition remain- 
ing to this day. The firſt idea of that noble 
Inſtitution, of which we are now treating, is 
with every appearance of juſtice aſcribed to (4) 
her. It was impoſſible to find Objects who 
deſerved better of the Public, or in a ſituation 
more deplorable, than thoſe whoſe Strength had 
been exhauſted, or who had been mutilated or

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diſabled in the ſervice of their Country, For 
want of a ſafe harbour wherein they might 


anchor, and an Aſylum wherein they might 


repoſe, after the fatigues, hardſhips and dangers. 
which they had encountered, few only eſcaped 
from the accumulated diſtreſſes of poverty, 
infirmity, and pain. To behold the Protectors 


of a Nation which ſhe loved, cruelly abandoned 


under ſuch circumſtances, excited her Royal 
Compaſſion; and one of the laſt acts of her 
exemplary Life was the propoſal of an Inſtitution, 
which ſhould provide for thoſe unfortunate, but 
highly deſerving, Sufferers. 


King William, ſenſible of its utility, readily 
acceded to the wiſhes of his Royal Conſort. 
Before her demiſe, the following Grant was made 
of a Houſe built by King Charles the Second, 
with certain Lands in the Manor of Eaſt Green- 
wich; and it will appear that, after the irreparable 
Loſs which the Country and the King ſuſtained 
by the Queen's deceaſe, this Inſtitution was. 
honored. by his Majeſty's ſingular Protection.

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Ix purſuance of King. William's firſt commiſſion, 
the Commiſſioners met at Guildhall, London, on the 
17th of May, 1695, and appointed a Committee to view: 
the piece of ground granted by King William and Queen 
Mary ; which Committee reported that they were of opinion, 
King Charles's building then unfiniſhed, might, if an addi- 
tional. building ſhould be erected on its weſt fide, be ren- 
dered capable. of receiving conveniently between three and 
four hundred Seamen a/. And at the fame time deſired 
that the Lords of the. Treaſury, might be applied to for a 


Committee of Enquiry to reſtore and ſecure the water-ſprings 
and Conduits belonging to the ancient palace. 


(a) Some perſons were of opinion at this time that it would be better to 
take down the wing erected by King Charles the Second as part of his intended 
palace, and begin the Hoſpital upon a plan entirely new. The diſputes on 
' «this ſubjeR. ran very high, and it is reported that it had been mentioned to 
the Queen before her Majeſty's demiſe, and that ſhe was much diſpleaſed with 
the idea for ſeveral reaions: 1, That the expence of this palace was very 
conſiderable, and the . materials after it ſhould be deſtroyed would not be 
equal in value to a quarter of the ſum it had coſt origirallv. 2d, That it 
was the work of. Mr, Webb after the deſign of that eminent architect, Inigo 
Jones: and, 3d, That it was planned fo as to correſpond with the Park which 
was laid out by Le Notre, .a man of approved taſte, . Several .other places 
had alſo been propoſed for an hoſpital for ſeamen. Among others, the Caſtle 
at Winct-ſter, but the preſent ſituation of the hoſpital was preferred, on 
account of its being ſo very conipicuous and in the very fight of London, to 
and from which port the great number of ſhips continually paſſing and repaſſing 


would afford conſtant entertainment to thoſe who had retired from the buſineſs 
of a ſcafaring life,

When a grand Committee was choſen, conſiſting of ſixty 
Perſons, to whom the immediate conduct of the Foundation 
was intruſted.

The Preparation of King Charles's Building, and the 
erection of an additional one as before mentioned being the 
firſt concern, certain powers for that purpoſe were given to 
the Committee by the Co.: miſſioners at a general meeting, 


when

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when a plan of the intended alterations, which is preſerved 
in the Record Room of the Hoſpital, was approved ; and, 


being afterwards preſented to King William, received his 
royal approbation allo. 


Before the Committee proceeded further, they fixed upon 
Mr. John Scarborough to be Clerk of the works, and Sir Chrif- 
topher Wren, then the King's ſurveyor general, generouſly 
undertaking the conduct of this charitable work without any 
reward, the foundations of the new baſs-building were laid in 
form by the Committee on the 3d of June, 1696. 


This building being nearly compleated in r698, Sir 
Chriſtopher Wren ſubmitted to the Committee a plan of a 
great dining-hall for the uſe of the officers and men (now 
called the Painted Hall) with an eſtimate of the expence, 
which meeting with the Committee's approbation, they or- 
dered the ground to be ſet out for the purpoſe, and the work 
was proſecuted with fo much induſtry, that the dome was 
erected, and the whole roofed in by the month of Auguſt, 


1703. 


In 1698 they alſo began to lay the foundations of the 
building, which anſwers to that of King Charles the Second, 
and is called Queen Ann's building; which name was given 
to it upon her Majeſty's acceſſion to the throne. 


In 1699 great part of the foundations of the Eaſt Colo- 
nade and of the Eaſt Hall was laid.

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In 1712 the north-weſt brick pavilion of the baſs part of 
King Charles's building was ordered: to be taken down, and 
rebuilt with ſtone in ſuch manner as ſhould correſpond with 
the north-caſt pavilion of this building. 


In 1725 the raiſing of the weſt front of Queen Ann's 


building was begun; and. 


In 1728 the ſtate of the ſtructure was as follows, viz... 
King Charles's building was compleated, except the ſtone : 
pavilion at the ſouthern. extremity of its baſs-building. 
Queen Ann's building, except the ſouth pavilion, had been 
raiſed and covered in. . 


The Colonades, with the porticos at their extremitics, 
were compleated, and the whole of King William's building, 
which contained. the hall, and the weſt. and ſouth. dormi- 
tories, was allo erected. 


In 1752 Queen Mary's building, %% in which is the Cha- 


( On the 2d of January, 1779, a dreadful fire happened in the Hoſpital, . 
which began in the north-eaſt part of this building, and deſtroyed the chapel, 
with its dome, and part of the colonade. The conflagration was fo rapid, 
that in the courſe of.a few hours it not only conſumed the Chapel, &c. as 
aforeſaid ; but alſo many of the wards adjoining. 

Every means that could be deviſed was ufed to diſcover whether this miſ- 
fortune was occaſioned by accident or deſign; but after a moſt ſtrict and dili- 
gent inveſtigation by the Directors, aſſiſted by Sir John Fielding, which 
laſted ſeveral days, and the offer of a conſiderable reward, nothing came out 
that could lead to a diſcovery. 

An eſtimate of the expence of repairing the damages was then prepared, 
and orders were given for its being done with all poſſible diſpatch, beginning 
with the re- conſtruction of that part where the penſioners were lodged, which 
contained upwards of five hundred men.

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pel, was finiſhed, the rents and profits ariſing from the Der- 


wentwater eſtate having, in the year 1735, been aſſigned by 
parliament for that purpoſe. 


In 1769 a plan was approved, and afterwards carried into 
execution for rebuilding the ſouth-weſt brick pavilion of 
the baſs part of King Charles's building with ſtone; to 
correſpond with the ſouth-eaſt pavilion of that building. 


In 1778 the two ſmall pavilions at the extremities of the 
terrace were erected and dedicated to their preſent Majeſties. 


Having thus traced the progreſs of this royal edifice from 
its foundation to this time, it now remains to attempt ſome 
deſcription of it in its preſent ſtate. 


GREENWICH HOSPITAL is ſituated about five miles 
from London-bridge,. on the ſouthern bank of the Thames. 
It is elevated on a terrace about 865 feet in length towards 
the river, and conſiſts of four diſtinct piles of building, 
diſtinguiſhed by the names of King Charles's, Queen Ann's, 
King William's, and Queen Mary's. The interval between 
the two moſt northern buildings, viz. King Charles's and 
Queen Ann's, forms the grand ſquare, which is about 273 
feet wide. 


From the entrance at the north gate, the eye, paſſing thro' 
the grand ſquare between the two colonades to the Queen's 
Houſe, is bounded by the Royal {c } Obſervatory erected on

an eminence in the park; the whole preſenting the moſt 
magnificent and beautiful coup d il that can be imagined. .

In the centre of the grand ſquare ſtands a beautiful ſtatue 
of his late Majeſty King George the Second, executed by 
the famous Ryſbrach, and carved out of a ſingle block of 
white marble which weighed eleven tons. This block was 
taken from the French by Admiral Sir George Rooke, and 
the ſtatue preſented by Sir John Jennings, K* at that 
time Maſter and Governor of the Hoſpital, as a mark of his 
reſpect and gratitude to his Royal Maſter. On the pedeſtal 
are the following inſcriptions by Mr. Stanyan#® ..

We now proceed to give a particular deſcription of each 
of the four diſtin& buildings before mentioned, all of which 
are quadrangular. The firſt, called King Charles's build- 
ing, is on the weſt fide of the great ſquare; the eaſtern part 
of which was the reſidence of Charles the Second, and 
was erected by Mr. Webb, after a deſign of that celebrated 


architect, Inigo Jones; it is of Portland . ſtone, and ruſti- 
catcd, . 
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ruſticated. In the middle is a tetraſtyle portico of the 
Corinthian order, crowned with its proper entablature, and 


a pediment. At each end is a pavilion formed by four cor- 
reſponding pilaſters of the ſame order with their entablature, 
and ſurmounted by an attic order with a balluſtrade. 


In the tympanum of the pediment is a piece of ſculpture 


conſiſting of two figures, the one, repreſenting Fortitude, 


the other, Dominion of the Sea. 


The north front, which is towards the river, preſents 
the appearance of two ſimilar pavilions, each having its 
proper pediment ſupported by a range of the ſame Corin- 
thian columns before-mentioned, and their entablature. 


Over the portal, which joins theſe two pavilions, is an or- 


nament of feſtoons and flowers. .In the tympanum of the 
eaſtern pediment which was part of the palace, is a piece 
of ſculpture repreſenting the figures of Mars and Fame, 


.and, in the frize, is the following inſcription : 


Carolus TI Rex

The South front of this building correſponds with that of 
the North, except the ſculptures and inſcription. The 
welt front conſiſts of a brick building, called the /d baſs- 
building. In the middle it has a pediment with carving, in 
the tympanum, conſiſting of the national arms ſupported 
by two Genii, with marine trophies and other ornaments. 
The carving of the pediment is allowed to be well executed 
in alto relievo; it is 30 feet in length, and 7 feet 7 inches in

height. On the other fide of the ſquare towards the Eaſt, 


is Queen Ann's Building, having its north, weſt, and ſouth 
frants nearly ſimilar to King Charles's laſt deſcribed ; but the 
ſculptures in the pediments, as well as in the weſtern pedi- 
ment of the north front of the laſt- mentioned building ſtill 
remain unfiniſhed. | 


To the ſouthward of theſe are the other piles of 
building, with a Doric Colonade adjoining to each. That 


to the Welt is called King William's, and that to the Eaſt 


Queen Mary's. 


King William's building contains the great Hall, Veſtibule, 
and Dome, . deſigned and erected by Sir Chriſtopher Wren. 
The tambour of the dome is formed by a circle of columns 
duplicated, of the compoſite order, with four projecting 
groups of columns at the quoins. The attic above is a 
circle without breaks covered with the dome, and termi- 
nated. with a turret. 


The weſt front of this building is of {e} brick, and was 


finiſhed by Sir John Vanburgh, who was Surveyor of the 
Hoſpital. . In the middle. is a tetraſtyle frontiſpiece of 
the doric order, the columns of which are nearly fix fezt 


in diameter, and proportionably high, with an entablature 


and trygliphs over them, all of Portland ſtone. At 
each end of this front is a pavilion crowned with a cir- 
cular pediment, and in that at the north end is a piece of 
ſculpture confiſting of groups of Marine Trophies, and four 


large heads emboſſed repreſenting the four. winds ; with : 


ſea lion and unicorn.

The. 
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The north and ſouth fronts of this building are of ſtone; 
the windows of which are decorated with architraves and 
impoſts ruſticated, and the walls crowned with cornices. On 
the eaſt ſtands Queen Mary's building, in which is the chapel, 
as beforementioned, with its veſtibule; and a cupola correſ- 
ponding to the other. Theſe two buildings were named in 
honor of the Royal Founders, and were intended to have been 
alike; but in the latter, however, more regard has been paid 
to convenience than to ornament, and the whole front of it 
is of Portland ſtone and in a plain ſtyle. 


The Colonades adjoining to theſe buildings are 115 feet 
aſunder, and are compoſed of upwards of 300 duplicated 
Doric columns and pilaſters of Portland ſtone, 20 feet high, 
with an entablature and balluſtrade. Each of them is 347 
feet leng, having a return pavilion at the end 70 feet long. 


The Eaſt and Weſe entrances of the Hoſpital are formed 
by two ruſticated piers, with iron gates, having the Porters 
lodges adjoining. On the ruſtic piers (// of the weſt en- 
trance are placed two large ſtone globes, each fix feet in 
diameter, one cœleſtial, the other terreſtrial. 


On the former are inlaid with copper, in a very curious 
manner, twenty four meridians, the equinoctial, ecliptic, 
tropics, and polar circles; and a great number of ſtars of 
the firſt, ſecond, and third magnitude, are repreſented ac-

cording to their relative poſitions. On the latter, the prin- 
eipal circles are inlaid in the ſame manner, with the parallels 
of latitude to every ten degrees in each hemiſphere; the 
outline of the land and ſea is alſo deſcribed, with the track 
of Lord Anſon's voyage round the earth in his Majeſty's 
ſhip Centurion. The globes are placed in an oblique poſi- 
tion, agreeable to the latitude of the place in which they 
ſtand, and were delineated by Mr. Richard Oliver, formerly 
mathematical maſter at the academy at Greenwich. 


In different parts of this extenſive fabric, commodious 
apartments are provided for the Governor and principal Offi- 
cers, and wards are properly fitted up for the Penſioners and 
Nurſes ; who {together with the Officers families, inferior 
officers and ſervants, reſident within the walls,) amount to 
nearly 2500 perſons. 


When we conſider the beauty, ſolidity, and magnificence 
of this ſuperb ſtructure, and the excellent uſes to which it 
is appropriated, it muſt ever be contemplated with reverence 
and admiration, as a work of national grandeur, and at the 
ſame time the'nobleſt monument of wiſdom and benevolence.

By an Act of Parliament paſſed in-the 22d of G. 2d, 30.0001. was granted 28 C. 2. 
for the relief .of James Bartholomew Radcliffe, and the other children of 
Charles Radcliffe, who was attainted for the Rebellion in 1715. 

In 1775, the Commiſſioners and Governors of the Hoſpital were incor- 
porated by Charter; and by an Act paſſed ſoon afterwards, all the above 
mentianed eſtates were veſted in the. ſaid Corporation for ever. 

In 1788, in conſequence of a petition from the Earl of Newburg, ſon of 
the above mentioned James Bartholomew Radcliffe, for the reſtoration of the 25th G. 3» 
above eſtate on certain conditions; an Act paſſed granting to his Lordſhip 
and his heirs male a rent- charge of 2, 500l. per annum, to be paid by the 
Treaſurer of the Hoſpital.

By the Regiſter Act of the 7th and 8th of King William 
the Third, it was directed that thoſe Seamen who were 
duly regiſtered, and who by age, wounds, and other acci-.

The Eftabliſhment of Out-Penſuoncrs, 


On the 1ſt day of February, 1763, the Commiſſioners if 


and Governors, at an extraordinary General Court, took 
into their conſideration the ſtate of the revenue and ex- 
pence of the Hoſpital, and the difficulties and diſtreſſes to 
which great numbers of Seamen, worn out and become 
decrepit in the King's ſervice in conſequence of the war, 
muſt unavoidably be expoſed, unleſs fome proviſion could be 
made for their ſupport during the remainder of their lives, 
and the Court being of opinion that they had no authority 


from Parliament to appropriate any part of the revenue L 
towards making proviſion for thoſe who could not be 1 
accommodated within the Hoſpital ; it was reſolved una- ö 
nimouſly to make immediate application to Parliament for [ 
leave to bring in a Bill to empower the Commiſſioners ö 
and Governors * (after defraying the neceſſary expences of 


the Hoſpital) to provide for ſuch of the above-mentioned 
Seamen as could not be. received into it; and a Bill for 
this purpoſe being preſented by the late Mr. Grenville, re- .. | j 
ceived the Royal aſſent on the 31ſt of March, 1763. 


* The funds of the Hoſpital are not applicable to the payment of Out- 
Penſioners, when the revenue is not more than ſufficient for its proper eſtab- 
liſhment; and, in that caſe, Parliament has (on application) voted ſpecifis 
ſums for that purpoſe,

In conſ:quence of which 1400 Out-Penſioners were ap- 
pointed at 7/. per Arn. each; whoſe numbers gradually

FAINTEDFHALL 


TH E painting of this Hall, which is executed in a 
maſterly manner, was undertaken by Sir James Thornhill, 
in 1708. 


In the cupola of the veſtibule is repreſented a Compaſs 
with it's proper points duly bearing. And in the covings, 
in chiaro oſcuro, the Four Winds with their different 
attributes. 

Over each of the three doors are compartments, in chiaro 
oſcuro, (ſupported by boys ſuppoſed to be the ſons of poor 


Seamen) containing the names of the ſeveral Benefactors 
to the Hoſpital ; and above, in a niche, is the figure of 


Charity. 


In this veſtibule is the model of an antique Ship, pre- 
ſented by the late Lord Anſon ; the Original, which is of 
marble and was found in the Villa Mattea in the 16th cen- 


tuary, now ſtands before the Church of 8. Maria in 


Rome, hence called St. Maria in Navicella, 


From this veſtibule a large flight of ſteps leads into the 
Saloon, or grand Hall, which is about 106 feet long, 
36 wide, and 50 high; ornamented with a range of Co- 

- rinthian 
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rinthian pilaſters ſtanding on a Baſement, and- ſupporting a 
rich Entablature above. Between them, on the South; ſide, 
are the windows, two rows in height, the jambs of which 
are ornamented with roſes impanelled. On the North- ſide 
are receſſes anſwering to the windows, in which are painted, 


in chiaro oſcuro, the following allegorical figures, viz. H 


pritalitas, Magnanimitas, Liberalitas, M. raping L Genergſ. fas, 
Bonitas, Benignitas, Humanitas. 


In the frize around the Hall is the following in- 
ſcription: 


Pietas auguſta ut habitent fecure et publice alantur qui pub- 
lice ſecuritati invigilarunt regia Grenovoci Marie auſpiclis 
ſublevandis nautis deſtinata regnantibus Gulielmo & Maria 
MDCXCITV. 


Over the great arch, at the weſt end, are the Britiſh 
Arms ſupported by Mars and Minerva, which are very 
finely ſculptured. 


On the Cieling are the portraits of King William and 
Queen Mary, the Royal Founders, ſurrounded by the 
Cardinal Virtues, &c. and with the emblematical repre- 
ſentation of the Four Seaſons of the Year; this Cieling 
is very well deſcribed by Sir Richard Steel in his Lover 
of which the following is a Copy : 


In the middle of the Cieling is a very large Oval frame 

% painted and carved in imitation of gold, with a great 
« thickneſs riſing in the inſide to throw up the figures to the 
N 2 « preater 
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“greater height; the Oval is faſtened to a great Suffite adorned 


“with roſes in imitation of copper. The whole is ſup— 
* ported by eight gigantic figures of Slaves four on each ſide, 
* as though they were carved in ſtone; between the figures, 
ce thrown in heaps into a covering are all manner of Maritime 
e Trophies in Metzo-relievo ; as Anchors, Cables, Rudders, 
« Maſts, Sails, Blocks, Capitals, Sea-guns, Sea-carriages, 
% Boats, Pinnaces, Oais, Stretchers, Colours, Enſigns, Pen- 
* nants, Drums, Trumpets, Bombs, Mortars, Small-arms, 
% Granades, Powder-barrels, Fire-arrows, Grapling-irons, 
“ Croſs- ſtaves, Quadrants, Compaſſes, &c. all in ſtone-colours, 
eto give the greater beauty to the reſt of the _ which 
« js more ſignificant. 


About the Oval in the inſide are placed the twelve ſigns 
of the Zodiac; the fix northern ſigns, as Aries, Taurus, 
* Gemini, Cancer, Leo, Virgo, are placed on the north fide 
of the Oval; and the fix ſouthern ſigns, as Libra, Scorpio, 
« Sagittarius, Capricornus, Aquarius, Piſces, are to the ſouth, 
* with three of them in a groupe, which compoſe one quarter 
« of the year: the Signs have their attitudes, * and their drape- 
« ries are varied and adapted to the ſeaſons they poſſeſs, as 


Aries is of a turbulent aſpect with little winds and rains hovering about 
him, his drapery of a blewiſh green, ſhadowed with dark ruſſet to denote the 
changeableneſs of the weather. April, or Taurus, is more mild; May, or Ge- 
mini, in blue; June, a calm red; July, more reddiſn, and as he Jeans upon 
his Lyon veils a little from the Sun. Virgo almoſt naked, and flying from the 
heat of the Sun; Libra in deep red; Scorpis veils himſelf from the ſcorching 
Sun in a flame colour mantle; Sagittarius in red, leſs hot; December or Capri- 
corn, blewiſh ; Aquarius ina wateriſh green; Piſces in blue, Over Aries, 
Taurus, Gemini preſides Flora; over Cancer, Leo, Virgo preſides Ceres; over 
Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius, Bacchus; and over Capricorn, Aquarias, Piſces, 
Hyems hovering over a brazen pot of fire, | 
« the 
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« the cool, the blue, and the tender green to the Spring, the 
« yellow to the Summer, and the red and flame colour to 
* the Dog- days and Autumnal ſeaſon, the white and cold to 
* the Winter; likewiſe the fruits and the flowers of every 
& ſeaſon as they ſucceed each other. 


In the middle of the oval are repreſented King William 
* and Queen Mary fitting on a Throne under a great pavi- 
lion, or purple canopy, attended by the four cardinal virtues, 
* as Prudence, Temperance, Fortitude, and Juſtice. 


6% Over the Queen's head is Concord, with the Faſces, 
* at her feet two doves, denoting mutual concord and inno- 
cent agreement, with Cupid holding the King's Sceptre 
e while he is preſenting Peace with the Lamb and Olive 
* Branch, and Liberty expreſſed by the Athenian cap to Eu- 
© rope, who laying her Crowns at his feet receives them 
ce with an air of repeſct and gratitude. The King tramples 
« Tyranny under his feet, which is expreſt by a French per- 


e ſonage with his leaden Crown falling off, his chains, yoke 


„ and iron ſword broken to pieces, Cardinal's cap, triple 
* crowned mitres, &c. tumbling down. Juſt beneath is 
« Time bringing Truth to light, near which is a figure of 
Architecture holding a large drawing of part of the Hoſ- 
e pital with the Cupola, and pointing up to the Royal Foun- 
« ders, attended by the little Genii of her art. Beneath her 
« is Wiſdom and Heroic Virtue, repreſented by Pallas and 
« Hercules, deſtroying Ambition, Envy, Covetouſneſs, De- 
&« traction, Calumny, with other vices, which ſeem to fall to 
« to the earth, the place of their more natural abode. 


« O ver 
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* Over the Royal pavilion is ſhewn at a great height 
« Apollo in his golden chariot, drawn by four white horſes 
attended by the Horz, and morning dews falling before 
him, going his courſe through the twelve ſigns of the 
Zodiac; and from him the whole plafond or cieling is en- 
<« lighthened. 


« Each end of the Cieling is raiſed in perſpective, with a 
4e balluſtrade and eliptic arches, ſupported by groupes of ſtone 
« figures, which form a gallery of the whole breadth of the 
« Hall; in the middle of which gallery (as though on the 
« ſtock) going into the upper Hall, is ſeen in perſpective the 
« Tafferil of the Blenheim man of war, with all her galleries, 
6c port-holes open, &c. to one {ide of which is a figure of Vic- 
« tory flying with ſpoils taken from the enemy, and putting 
« them aboard the Engliſh man of war. Before the ſhip is 
« a figure repreſenting the City of London, with the arms, 
« ſword and cap of maintenance, ſupported by Thame and 
« Tfis, with other ſmall rivers offering up their treaſures to 
« her. The river Tine pouring forth ſacks of coals. In 
« the gallery on each fide the ſhip are the Arts and Sciences 
ic that relate to Navigation with the great Archimedes, many 
«« old philoſophers conſulting the compaſs, &c. 


« At the other end, as you return out of the Hall, is a 
„gallery in the ſame manner, in the middle of which is the 
« ſtern of a beautiful galley filled with Spaniſh trophies. 
« Under which is the Humber with his pigs of lead. The 
« Severn with the Avon falling into her, with other leſſer 
« rivers. In the North end of the gallery is the famous Ticho 
* Brahe, that noble Daniſh Knight, and great ornament of 
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e his profeſſion and human nature. Near him is Copernicus 
with his Pythagorean ſyſtem in his hand; next to him is 
* an old mathematician holding a large table, and on it are 
* deſcribed two principal figures, of the incomparable Sir 
Iſaac Newton, on which many extraordinary things in that 
* art are built. On the other end of the gallery, to the ſouth, 
* is our learned Mr. Flamſtead, Reg. Aſtron. Profeſſ. with 
* his ingenious diſciple, Mr Thomas Weſton. In Mr. 
% Flamſtead's hand is a large ſcroll of paper, on which is 
* drawn the great Eclipſe of the Sun that will happen in 
April 1715; near him is an old man with a pen- 
e dulum counting the ſeconds of Time, as Mr. Flamſtead 
© makes his obſervations with his great mural arch and 
te tube on the deſcent of the moon on the Severn, which at 
©« certain times form ſuch a roll of the tides as the ſailors 
&« corruptly call the Higre, inſtead of the Eager, and is very 
« dangerous to all ſhips in its way. This is alſo expreſſed by 
« rivers tumbling down by the moon's influence into the 
&« Severn. In this gallery are more Arts and Sciences relating 


e to Navigation. 


« All the great rivers, at each end of the Hall, have their 
« proper product of fiſh iſſuing out of their vaſes, 


« In the four great angles of the Cieling, which are over 
« the arches of the galleries, are the four elements, as Fire, 
e Air, Earth, and Water, repreſented by Jupiter, Juno, 
« Cybele, and Neptune, with their leſſer Deities accompa- 
«© nying, as Vulcan, Iris, the Fauni, Amphitrite, with all 
« their proper attitudes, &c. 


« At 
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At one end of the great Oval is a large figure of Fame 


cc deſcending, riding on the winds, and ſounding forth the 
& praiſes of the Royal Pair. 


« All the ſides of the Hall are adorned with fluted Pi- 
7 laſters, Trophies of ſhells, Corals, Pearls; the jambs of the 
te windows ornamented with roſes impanneled, or the opus 


&© reticulamium, heightened with green gold. 


* The whole raiſes in the ſpectator the moſt lively images 
of Glory and Viaery, and cannot be beheld without much 
4 paſſion and emotion. 


From this Saloon you aſcend, by another flight of ſteps, into 
the upper Hall, the Cieling and Sides of which are adorned 
with different paintings. In the centre of the cieling is 
repreſented Queen Ann and Prince George of Denmark 
accompanied with various emblematical figures. 


In the four corners are the Arms of England, Scotland, 
France, and Ireland, between which are the four quarters 
of the world, Europe, Aſia, Africa and America, with the 
embl. ms and productions of each. 


On the left hand fide as you enter is a painting in imita- 
tion of Baſſo Relievo repreſenting the landing of the Prince 
of Orange, afterwards King William. On the right hand 
over the chimney is the landing of King George the Firſt at 
Greenwich. 


At the further end of this Hall are painted the por- 
traits of King George the Firft and his Family, with 
many emblematical figures; amongſt which the Painter 
(Sir James Thornhill) has alſo introduced his own por- 
trait, | 

On 
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On the right and left of the entrance are allegorical 
paintings repreſenting The Public Meal, and Public Safety. 


The whole of this celebrated work was not completed 


till 1727, and coſt 6,685/. being after the rate of 31. 
per yard for the Ceiling and 11. per yard for the Sides, 
agreeable to a reiolution of the Directors, after conſulting 
the following eminent Painters, viz. Vandervelt, Cooper, 
Richardſon, Sykes, and Degard, who reported the perfor- 
mance to be equal to any of the like kind in England, and 
ſuperior in number of figures and ornaments. = 


When Sir James had finiſhed the' Ceiling and Sides of the 
great Saloon in 1717, he delivered in a Memorial to the Di- 
rectors, ſtating the prices which were given for paintings of 
the like kind at the Banqueting-Houſe, Whitehall, the 
Duke of Montague's, the Palaces of Windſor and Hamp- 
ton-Court, Bulſtrode-Chapel, and other works at the Duke 
of Portland's, and at the Earl of Burlington's, which is 
too curious to be omitted, and the following copy of it 
is therefore inſerted : 


To the Right Honourable the Commiſſioners for building the 
Royal Hoſpital at Greenwich. 


The Memorial of James Thornhill, Hiſtory-Painter, 


Sheweth, 


That, in purſuance of an order of the 1oth Inſt. 
ſignified to me by Mr. Corbet that I ſhould make a 
demand and valuation of the Painting done by me at the 
ſaid Hoſpital, I have made diligent enquiry into the prices 
of Hiſtory Painting in this kingdom, and find, that when 


O money 
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money was at much greater value, greater prices were given, 
and beg leave to inſtance in one, not preſuming to a parallel. 
Sir Peter Paul Rubens had 4, ooo. for the ceiling of the 
Banqueting-Houſe, at Whitehall, which is little more than 
400 yards of work, ſo was near 100. a yard. 


The late Duke of Montague paid Mons“ Roſſo for his 
Salloon 2,000/. and kept an extraordinary table for him, 
his friends and ſervants, for two years, whilft the work was 
doing, at an expence computed at goo/l. per Ann.; which 
is near 450 yards, amounting to about 7/. per yard, ceiling 
and ſides. 


Sign* Varrio was paid for the whole Palaces of Windſor 
and Hampton Court, ceilings, fides, ſtairs, and back-ſtairs, 
86. per foot, which is 3/. 125. per yard, excluſive of gild- 
ing, had wine daily allowed him, lodgings in the Palaces ; 
and, when his eye- ſight failed him, a penſion of 200/. per Ann. 
and allowance of wine for his life.

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All which prices are by meaſure, more than Sign“ 
Varrio's; and I was lately paid for a Ceiling at Hampton 
Court, upon a reference from the Right Honourable the 
Lords Commiſſioners of his Mijeſty's Treaſury to the 
Honourable Board of Works, 3/. 155. per yard, including 
gilding. And, although theſe painters were foreigners, yet 
ſince the ſeveral ingenious Gentlemen painters and artiſts, - 
to whom your Honours have been pleaſed to refer this 
for a parallel to be drawn, have not thought this inferior 
in performance, and more full of work, I have no reaſon 
to apprehend any diſcouragement from your Honours, but 
that you will be pleaſed to allow me as good a price as any 
of theſe modern painters, eſpecially ſince I have ſpent fix 
years of the prime of my life therein ; and, tho' I have in 
that time done ſeveral ſmall works, yet they have chiefly 
ſerved to enable me by experience and money to carry on 
this great one, which muſt otherwiſe neceſſarily have re- 
quired a conſiderable impreſt for which a large intereſt 
would have been paid. 


And alſo hope that this being an Hoſpital will make no 
difference, ſince Royal Hoſpitals are as well embelliſhed as 
Palaces, and with as much expence. Therefore humbly

JAMES THORNHILL. 
O 2 CHAPEL 


T: HE interior part and roof of the former Chapel, which 
was executed under the direction of Mr. Ripley the Surveyor, 
being deſtroyed by fire on the 2d of January, 1779, has 
been reſtored in the moſt beautiful and elegant ſtyle of Gre- 
cian Architecture from deſigns of the late Surveyor, James 
Stuart, Eſq. the celebrated publiſher of the Antiquities of 


Athens, and under the ſuperintendance of Mr. William 
Newton, Clerk of the works. 


Immediately before the Entrance of the Chapel is an Octan- 
zular veſtibule in which are four niches containing the ſtatues 
of Faith, Hope, Charity, and Meekneſs, worked from deſigns 
made by Weſt ; from which veſtibule you aſcend, by a flight 
of 14 ſteps, to the Chapel; which is 111 feet long and 52 
broad, and capable. of conveniently accommodating 1000 
Penſioners, Nurſes, and Boys, excluſive of pews for the Di- 
rectors, and for the ſeveral Officers, under officers, &c. Over 


the Portal or great Door of the Chapel is this inſcription, in 
letters of gold: | 


« Let them give thanks, whom the Lord hath redeemed, and 
delivered from the hand of the enemy.” Pf. 107. 

The portal conſiſts of an Architrave, Frize, and Cornice 
of ſtatuary marble, the jambs of which are twelve feet high 


in one piece, and enriched with excellent ſculpture. The 


Frize 
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Frize is the work of Bacon, and conſiſts of the figures of two 
Angels with feſtoons ſupporting the ſacred Writings,-in the 
leaves of which is the following inſcription : 


« The Law was given by Moſes ; 
Hut Grace and Truth came by JesUs CHRIST. 


The great folding doors are of mahogany highly enriched, 
and the whole Compoſition, of this Portal is not, at this time, 
to be paralleled in this, or, perhaps, in any other country. 


Within this entrance is a Portico of ſix fluted marble 
columas fifteen feet high. The capitals and baſes are Ionic, 
after Greek models. The Columns ſupport the organgallery, 
and are crowned with an entablature and balluſtrade 
enriched with ſuitable ornaments. 


On the Tablet in the front of the gallery is a Baſſo-relievo 
repreſenting the figures of Angels ſounding the Harp; 
on the pedeſtals, on each ſide, are ornaments conſiſting of 
Trumpets and other inſtruments of muſic; and, on the tablet. 
between, is the following inſcription in letters of gold: 


&* Praiſe bim with the ſound of the trumpet : | 


« Praiſe him with ſtringed inſtruments and organs,” PI. 1 50. 
I 
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In this gallery is a very fine Organ, made by Mr. Samuel 
Green. 


On each ſide of the Organ Gallery are four grand Co- 


lumns; their ſhafts of Scagliola in imitation of Sienna 


marble, by Richter, and their Capitals and Baſes of Statuary 
marble; At the oppoſite end of the Chapel are four others 
of the ſame ſort, which ſupport the arched Ceiling and Roof, 
Theſe Columns are of the Corinthian order, and, with their 
Pedeſtals, are 28 feet high. 


On the ſides of the Chapel, between the upper and lower 
range of windows, are the two galleries, in which are pews 
for the Officers and their Families: thoſe of the Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor, which are oppoſite each other, are diſ- 
tinguiſhed by ornaments conſiſting of the Naval Crown, and 


other ſuitable Inſignia, Underneath theſe galleries, and the 


Cantilivers which ſupport them, are ranges of fluted Pilaſters, 
The Cantiſivers.are decorated with antique foliage ; the En- 
tablature over the Pilaſters with Marine Ornaments ; the 
interval between them with Feſtoons, &c. and the Pedeſtals 


of the Balluſtrade in the front of the Galleries with Tridents 


and Wreaths. The tablets in the middle of each Balluſtrade 
contain the Hoſpital's arms, and the Frize below is carved 
with foliage in the Greek mode. Over the lower range of 
Windows are Paintings, in chiaro oſcuro, repreſenting ſome of 
the principal events in the life of our Saviour, which are 
accompanicd with ornaments of Candelabra and Feſtoons. 


Above 
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Above the Galleries is a richly-carved ſtone Faſcia, on 
which ſtands a range of Pilaſters of the Compoſite mode, 
their ſhafts being of Scagliola, correſponding with thoſe of 
the eight great columns, and, jointly with them, appearing 
to ſupport the Epiſtylium which ſurrounds the whole 
Chapel. This Epiſtylium is enriched with Angels bearing 
feſtoons of Oak-leaves, Dolphins, Shells, and other appli- 
cable ornaments. From this riſes the curved Ceiling which 
is divided into Compartments and enriched with foliage, 
golochi, &c. in the antique ſtyle. Between the upper 
pilaſters are receſſes in which are painted, in chiaro-oſcuro, 


the Apoſtles and Evangeliſts. 


At each end of the Galleries are concave receſſes, the 
coves of which are ornamented with Coffers and Flowers 
carved. in ftone ; in theſe receſſes are the doors of entrance 
to the Galleries, decorated with enriched Pilaſters and En- 
tablatures, and a group of ornaments, conſiſting of the 
Naval Crown, wreaths of Laurel and Tridents. Above: 
the doors are circular receſſes, containing paintings, in 
chiaro-oſcuro,, of the Prophets Iſaiah, Jeremiah, Moſes, 
and David. 


The Communion Table is: a ſemi-oval ſlab of ſtatuary: 
marble near eight feet long. The aſcent to it is by three. 
ſteps of black marble, on which is fixed an. ornamental. 
railing repreſenting feſtoons of Ears of Corn,, and Vine: 


foliage, This Table is ſupported by fix Cherubin ſtanding.

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Above is a Painting, by Weſt, in a ſuperb carved and 
gilt frame, repreſenting he Preſervation of St. Paul from 
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This picture is 25 feet high and 14 wide, and conſiſts 
of thre principal groups. The firſt, which is at the 
lower part, repreſents the Mariners and Priſoners bring- 
ing on ſhore the various articles which have been pre- 
ſerved from the wreck; Near theſe is an elegant figure, 
ſuppoſed to be a Roman Lady of diſtinction, claſping with 
affection an Urn containing the aſhes of her deceaſed 
huſband who had fallen in the wars of Judea. Before 
her is an aged, infirm Man; who, being unable to aſſiſt 
himſelf, is carried in the arms of two robuſt young men. 


In the middle part of the piece is the principal group, 
conſiſting of St. Paul ſhaking into the fire the Viper that 
had faſtened on his hand, the Brethren. who accompanied 
him, his friend the Centurion, and a band of Roman Sol- 
diers with their proper inſignia, 


The figures above theſe, on the ſummit of the rocks, 
form the third group; and conſiſt of the hoſpitable Iſlanders 
lowering down fuel and other neceſſaries for the relief of 
the Sufferers. 


The Sea and wrecked Ship, (which at this point of time 
are conſidered as an epiſode) appear in the back-ground, and 
combine to exhibit a ſcene that cannot fail of having a 
proper effect on the minds of Sea-faring men, and of 
impreſſing them with a due ſenſe of their paſt preſer- 

vation,

lowing ſhort account as related by Captain Boys himſelf, 
late Lieutenant- Governor of the Hoſ pital, who was ſecond

„On the 23d day of May, 1727, we failed from Ja- 
* maica, and on Sunday the 25th day of June were in 
the latitude of 41*, 45 N. and in the longitude of 200, 
*.30' E. from Crooked Iſland, when the galley was per- 
« ceived to be on fire in the Lazaretto. It was occaſioned 
by the fatal curioſity of two black boys, who, willing 
* to know whether ſome liquor ſpilt on the deck was 
rum, or water, put the candle to it, which roſe into 


* a flame, and immediately communicated itſelf to the 


© barrel from whence the liquor had leaked. It had 
* burned ſome time before it was perceived, as the boys 
« were too much intimidated. to diſcover it themſelves. 
Having tried all poſiible means to extinguiſh- the fire in 
* yain, we hoiſted out the yaul, which was ſoon. filled 
„with 23 men and boys, who. had jumped into her with. 
« the preateſt eagerneſs. The wind now blowing very 
« freſh, and ſhe running 7 knots and a. half by the log, 
e expected every moment to periſh, as ſhe was loaded 
« within" a ſtreak and. a. half of her gunnel. We had 


not a morſel of victuals, nor a drop of liquor; no maſt, 
no ſail, no compaſs te direct our courſe, and above a: 


« hundred leagues from any land; We left 16 men in 


the ſhip, who all periſhed in her: they endeavoured to 


« hoiſt out the long-boat, but, before they could effect 


it, the flames reaching the powder-roong, ſhe blew up, 
« and we ſaw her no more. A little before this we could 


« diftinguiſh the Firſt Mate, and the Captain's Cook 


in the mizen-top, every moment expecting the fate 
« that awaited them. Having thus been eye- witneſſes 
«'of the miſerable fate of our companions, we expected 
« every moment to periſh by the waves, or, if not by 
Nau 2 them, 
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* them, by hunger and thirſt. On the two firſt days it 
„ blew and rained much, but the weather coming fair on 
the third day, viz. the 28th, as kind providence had 
* hitherto wonderfully preſerved us, we began to contrive 
„% means how to make a fail, which we did in the follow- 
ing manner: we took to pieces three mens' frocks and 
©* a ſhirt, and with a fail-needle and twine, which we 
*foun d in one of the black boy's pockets,” we made ſhift 
*« to ſew them together, which anſwered tolerably well. 
Finding, in the ſea, a ſmall ſtick, we woulded it to a 
5 piece of a broken blade of an oar that we had in the 
* boat, and made a yard of it, which we hoiſted on 1 
% oar with our garters for halyards and ſheets, &c. 
„ thimble, which the fore - ſheet of the boat uſed to " 
* reeved through, ſerved at the end of the oar or maſt to 
e reeve the halyards. Knowing, from our obſervations, that 


«£ Newfoundland bore about North, we: ſteered as well 
as we could to the northward. We judged of our courſe, 
„by taking notice of the Sun and of the time of the 
* day by the Captain's watch. In the night, when we 
could ſee the North- ſtar, or any of the Great Bear, we 


« formed the knowledge of our courſe by them. We 
« were in great hopes of ſeeing ſome ſhip, or other}; to 
take us up. The 4th or {th night a man, Thomas 
4 Craniford, and the boy that unhappily ſet the ſhip on 
« fire, died, and, in the afternoon the next day, three more 
men, all raving mad, crying out "miſerably; for Water. 


The weather now proved ſo foggy, that it deprived; us 
„ almoſt all day of the fight” of the: Sun, and off the 


Moon and Stars by night. » We uſed frequently to holloo 


4 as ed as we coud, in hopes of being, heard by; ſome 


60 ſhip. 
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* ſhip. In the day-time our deluded fancies often imagined 
*« ſhips fo plain to us, that we have hollooed out to them 
* a long time before we have been undeceived ; and, in the 
„ night, by the ſame deluſion we thought we heard men 
& talk, bells ring, dogs bark, cocks crow, &c. and have 
„condemned the phantoms of our imagination (believing 
| * all to be real ſhips, men, &c.) for not anſwering and 

taking us up. The 7th day we were reduced to 12 in 
* number, by death. The next night, the wind, being about 
« E. N. E, blew very hard, and the ſea running high, 
« we ſcudded right before it with our ſmall fail about 
« + down, expecting every moment to be ſwallowed up by 
*« the waves. July the 5th, Mr. Guiſhnet died, and on 
e the 6th died Mr. Steward, (ſon of Dr. Steward, of Spa- 
*« niſh- Town, in Jamaica) and his ſervant, both paſſengers. 
In the afternoon we found a dead duck which looked 
green, and not ſweet; we eat it however very heartily, 
(not without thanks to the Almighty) and it is impoſſible 
% for any body, except in the like unhappy circumſtances, 
« to imagine how pleaſant it was to our taſte at that time, 
« which, at another, would have been offenſive both to our 
« taſte and ſmell. On the 7th day of July, at one in the after- 
% noon, we ſaw land about fix leagues off. At 4 o'clock another 


« man died, whom we threw overboard to lighten the 


cc boat. Our number was then reduced to ſeven. We 
% had often taken thick fog banks for land, which as often 
« had given us great joy and hopes that vaniſhed with 
« them at the ſame time; but when we really ſaw the land, 
eit appeared ſo different from what we had ſo often taken 
for it, that we wondered how we could be ſo miſtaken, 
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te and tis abſolutely impoſſible for any man, not in our circum-- 
« ſtances, to form an idea of the joy and pleaſure it gave us 
*© when we were convinced of its reality. It gave us ſtrength. 
* to row, which we had not for four days before, and muſt 
* infallibly moſt of us, if not all, have periſhed that very 
* night, if we had not got on ſhore. Our fouls exulted 
* with joy and praiſes to our Almighty Preſerver. About” 
* 6 o'clock we ſaw ſeveral ſhallops fiſhing, which we 
« ſteered for. Having a fine gale of wind right on ſhore, 
« we went with fails and oars, about three or four knots : 
* when we came ſo near that we thought one of the 
* ſhallops could hear us (being juſt under fail and going in 
« with their fiſh) we hollooed as loud as we could; at length 
* they heard us, and. lowered their fail. When we ap- 
« proached pretty near them, they hoiſted it in again, and. 
c were going away from us; but we made ſo diſmal and 
«© melancholy a noiſe, that they brought to and took us in 
* tow. They told us our aſpects were ſo dreadful, that 
% they were frightened at us. They gave us ſome bread. 
« and water; we chewed the bread ſmall with our teeth, 


and then by mixing water with it, got it down with. 
difficulty. 


« During our voyage in the boat, our mouths had been 
« ſo dry for want of moiſture for ſeveral days, that we 
« were obliged to waſh them with ſalt water every two 
* or three hours to prevent our lips glewing faſt together. 
« We always drank our own water, and all the people- 
« drank falt water, except the Captain, Surgeon, and my- 
« ſelf. In foggy weather the fail having imbibed ſome 
& moiſture, we uſed to wring it into a pewter baſon which. 
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te we found in the boat. Having wrung it as dry as we 
* could, we ſucked it all over, and uſed to lick one another's 
* clothes with our tongues. At length we were obliged 
* by inexpreſſible hunger and thirſt. to eat part of the 
* bodies of fix men, and drink the blood of four ; for we 
* had not fince we came from the ſhip ſaved, only one 
« time, about half a pint, and, at another, about a wine 
&« plaſs full of water, each man in our hats. A little food 
*« ſufficing us, and finding the fleſh very diſagreeable, we 
« confined ourſelves to the hearts only. Finding ourſelves 
* now periſhing with thirſt, we were reduced to the me- 
* lancholy, diſtreſsful, horrid act of cutting the throats of 
* our Companions, an hour, or two, after they were dead, 
* to procure their blood, which we caught in a pewter 
baſon, each man producing about a quart. But let it 
ebe remembered in our defence, that without the aſſiſt- 
© ance this blood afforded to nature, it was not poflible 
te that we could have ſurvived to this time. At about 
« 8 o'clock at night we got on ſhore at Old St. Lawrence 
« Harbour in Newfoundland, where we were kindly re- 
« ceived by Captain Lecraſs of Guernſey, or Jerſey, 
«© then Admiral of the Harbour. We were cautioned to 
« eat and drink but little at firſt, which we obſerved as 
« well as the infirmity of human nature, ſo nearly ſtarving, 
« would allow. We could ſleep but little, the tranſports 
« of our joy being too great to admit of it. Our Captain, 
« who had been ſpeechleſs 36 hours, died about 5 o'clock 
« the next morning, and was buried with all the Honors 
« that could be conferred upon him at that place. The 
« names of thoſe perſons who were burnt in the ſhip, 
« who were ſtarved in the boat, and who lived to get on 


« ſhore, are as follow, viz.

INFIRMARY. 


IN FIR M A R V. 


IN 1763 it was ſubmitted to the General. Court by 
the Directors whether it would not be adviſeable to build 
an Infirmary without the Walls of the Hoſpital; in 
order that more: Penſioners might be added to the 
eſtabliſhment, and the ſick taken care of with greater 
convenience and more comfort to themſelves. 


A work ſo neceſſary was immediately concluded upon, 
and a Building ordered to be erected for that purpoſe; 
which was deſigned by Mr. Stuart the late Surveyor, 
and completed under the direction of Mr. Robinſon then 
Clerk of the Works. 


It is a quadrangular brick Building 198 feet in length, 
and 175 feet in breadth; and divided into two principal 
parts, one for the Patients under the care of the Phy- 
fieian, and the other for thoſe whoſe Caſes require the 
attendance of a Surgeon. 


Each part is two ſtories in height, containing a double 
row of rooms being altogether in number 64, calculated 
to hold 256 Patients; each room has a Chimney- place, 
with an aperture near the Ceiling for the purpoſe of venti- 
lation, and will accommodate. four Patients.

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In the fore- part of this Building, which conſiſts of the 
Phyſician's diviſion, is the Hall; oppoſite to it, in the 
back part which belongs to the Surgeon, is the Kitchen; 
and, in the upper ſtory, is a ſmall Chapel, where prayers 
are read by the Chaplains, twice a week, for the benefit of 
the Patients. | 


In the four angles and other parts of the building, are 
the Diſpenſary and Surgery and apartments for the Phyſi- 
cian ; for the Surgeon and Diſpenſer, with their reſpective 
Aſſiſtants ; and for the Matron ; and adjacent, within the 
walls, are hot and cold Baths, 


As nothing has been omitted which was judged neceſ- 
ſary to render this building convenient and comfortable 
to the Patients, ſo all poſlible care is taken that the Diet 
(a ſcheme of which is annexed) is adapted to their parti- 
cular Caſes; the Drugs and Medicines are bought of 
the Apothecaries Company in order that they may be 
the beſt of their kinds; and, when it is neceſſary for any 
of the Patients to go to Bath, or the ſalt-water, or, in 
Caſes of Infanity, to Bethlem or other places of confine- 
ment, they are immediately ſent thither ; the Hoſpital 
paying all neceſſary expences.

N. B. By this Table it appears that a number exceed- 
ing the whole of the preſent complement, viz. 2350, has 
been buried in the above-mentioned period. 
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AGREEABLE to the tenor of King William's Com- 
miſſion, and the Regiſter Act, which direct ſome Proviſion 

to be made for the Maintenance and Education of the rt w. 
Sons of Seamen, it was ordered by the Governor and Council, 

in the year 1715, that ro Boys ſhould be inſtructed in Read 

ing, Writing, and Navigation, by Mr. Weſton, Mathematical 
Maſter in the Town of Greenwich; and put out Appren- 

tices to Maſters of ſhips or others. 


In 1719, Rules were ſettled by the Directors, and after- 
wards confirmed by a General Court, for the admiſſion, 
maintenance, and education of Seamens Sons. 


In 1731, their number amounted to 60 and has from time 
to time been further augmented to 150, (the preſent com- 


plement) as the increaſing ſtate of the funds appropriated for 
them has admitted of it. 


This Eſtabliſhment is ſolely under the management of 
the Directors, who in rotation nominate the boys for ad- 
miſſion; prior to which it muſt be made appear, 95 ** 
Certificates, that they are 


Sons of Seamen. 
Between eleven and thirteen years of age. 
Objects of Charity. 
Of ſound body and mind, and able to read. 
R And 
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And their Parents or Friends mnſt give ſecurity that they 
ſhall be at the Directors diſpoſal, and to indemnify the 
Hoſpital for the value of their clothes &c. if they ſhould 


run away with them. 


The Boys are lodged, clothed, and maintained, at the ex- 
pence of the Hoſpital, for three years. 


Five Nurſes are appointed to keep them elean, to take 
care of their clothes, to make their beds, attend at their 
meals, &c. And a Guardian and four Affiſtants, are ap- 
pointed to ſuperintend them when out of School. 


They are inſtructed in the principles of Religion by the 
Chaplains, and in Writing, Arithmetic and Navigation by 
2 School. Maſter appointed for that purpoſe ; who alſo in- 
ſtructs thoſe in Drawing who ſhew a genius for it. 


Each Boy, on his admiſſion, is ſupplied with. a. Bible and 


Common Prayer Book, and with all neceſſary Books and In- 


ſtruments for his inſtruction, which he is allowed to take 
with him when he is bound out. 


All the Boys attend the Directors, once a year to be 
viewed, when. they bring ſpecimens of their ſeveral perfor. 
mances; aud three of them who proauce the beſt Drawings 
after nature, done by themſelves, are allowed the follow- 
ing premiums, according to their reſpective degrees of 


merit, Viz. 
A Hadley's

A Hadley's Quadrant, 1ſt Prize. 
A Caſe of Mathematical Inſtruments, - 2d Ditto. 
Robertſon's Treatiſe on Navigation, zd Ditto. 


They are bound out for ſeven years, to the ſea-ſervice 
only, for the better improvement of their talents, and that 
they may become able Seamen and good Artiſts. 


In 1783, it was recommended by the Directors to the 
General Court, to build a School, and Dormitory, for the 
Boys, without the walls of the Hoſpital, that they might be 
better accommodated, and the rooms which they occupied in 
the Hoſpital converted to Wards for the reception of more 
Penſioners, whenever it might be found neceſſary to take in 
an additional number. 


Accordingly a Building, deſigned by Mr. Stuart, the late 
Surveyor, was erected near the Hoſpital, under the ſuper- 
intendance of Mr. Newton, Clerk of the Works. 


This Building is 146 feet in length, and 42 in breadth, 


excluſive of its Tuſcan Colonade intended for a play-place 
and ſhelter for the boys in bad weather, which is 180 feet 
long, and 20 feet broad. 


In this Building is a School-Room 100 feet long, and 25 
broad, capable of containing 200 Boys; in the two ſtories 
above are Dormitories of the ſame ſize, fitted up with Ham- 


mocks for the Boys to ſleep in. Adjoining are Rooms for 
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the Guardian, Nurſes, and other neceſſary attendants ;. 
and, at a ſmall diſtance, a. good Houſe for the School- 


maſter. 


This excellent Charity, which is calculated for the double 
purpole of providing for the ſons. of poor Seamen and ma- 
king them uſeful to their country, by training them up to a 
Seafaring life, has been, and is ſolely ſupported by money. 
ariſing from the following incidental funds, viz. 


Shewing the Painted Hall, Chapel, and other parts of * 
Hoſpital. 


Mulcts, abſences, Cheques, &c. of Penſioners, and: 
Nurſes. 


Profits on Proviſions purchaſed of the Penſioners. * 


Sale of old Houſhold ſtores. 
Unclaimed property of deceaſed Penſioners and Nurſes. 


Intereſt of Money in the Stocks, being ſavings from the 
above-mentioned funds. 


The Clothing of the Boys, as well Linen as Woollen, is of 
the ſame quality as that of the Penſioners, and they are new- 
clothed as often as the Directors think fit; and when bound 
out, are ſupplied with. two complete fuits,. and other 
neceſſaries. 


® By this excellent plan, thoſe who find it more convenient for their familes 
to have money in lieu of their proviſions, are prevented from expoſing them 
to ſale elſewhere ; and though the Hoſpital derives a profit, are allowed full 

as much if not. more than they can otherwiſe make of them, Th

Antiquarian Society, we are enabled to annex. 


AN ACCOUNT OF THE 


Ancient ROYAL PALACE of PLACENTIA, 
I N 


EAST-GREENWICH. 


GREENWICH, or Grenewick, vicus viridens, called, 
in ancient Deeds and other Writings, Eaſt- Grenwick, 
in order to diſtinguiſh. it from Deptford, which was here- 
tofore called Weſt-Greenwick, probably from its Situation 
on the verdant Banks of the Thames. 


Before we mention the Palace, it may not be improper to 
give ſome Account of the Lands on which it was erected. 
They, together with Lewiſham, Woolwich, and other 
Appendages, were given. to the Church of St. Peter, in 
Ghent, by Elſtrude, Niece to King Edgar, and Wife to 
Baldwin, Earl of Flanders, for the Health of her Soul, 
and the Souls, of her. Huſband and his two Sons, Arnulf 


and Adenulf. 


Dunſtan, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who had been Ab- 


bot of St. Peter's, at Ghent, is ſaid to have prevailed upon 
King Edgar to renew and confirm the aforeſaid Grant by 
his Charter, dated 964. The ſame Grant was renewed: 
by Edward the Confeſſor, William the Conqueror, Henry 
I, II, and King John. PopeEugenius and his Succeſſor, Alex- 

ander 
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ander confirmed theſe Royal Grants; but a Diſpute ariſing 


between the Abbot and Convent of Ghent, and the Biſhop 
of Rocheſter, concerning the Churches of Eaſt Greenwich 
and Lewiſham, the ſame Claim was by Pope Clement 


referred to Baldwin, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, whereupon 


thoſe Churches were appropriated to the Abbey of Ghent, 
Anno 1218, which Sentence was confirmed by Richard, 
Biſhop of Rocheſter, Anno 1239. 


By Domeſday Book it appears, that, ſoon after the Con- 


queſt, the Manor of Greenwich, as Parcel of the Poſſeſſions 


of the Biſhop of Liſieux, paid Service to Odo, Biſhop of 
Bayeux, and Earl of Kent. 


King Edward I, by Letters Patent, bearing Date at 
Weſtminſter, the 5th of May, Anno Regni 3% granted a 
Licence to the Abbot and Convent of St. Peter's at Ghent, 
to ſell the ſaid Manors of Lewiſham and Greenwich, with 
their Apurtenances, to Walter, Biſhop of Rocheſter, to be 
held by him and his Succeſſors of the King of England, and 
his Heirs in capite. 


The Alien Priories being, by Parliament, given to King 
Henry V, in the Second Year of his Reign *, this Prince, 
the Year after, granted the Manors of Lewiſham and 
Greenwich, &c. formerly belonging to the Abbey of St. 
Peters at Ghent, to his new erected Carthuſian Abbey of 
Sheene,

The 
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The Palace, of which a View is engraven, from a 
Drawing in the Poſſeſſion of Dr. Ducarel, was begun by 
Humphrey, Duke of Glouceſter, in the Reign of Henry VI, 
who alſo granted his Royal Licence to the Duke and 
Alienora his Wife, to incloſe the Park, and afterwards to 
build a Tower or Caſtle, which was finiſhed by Henry the 
Seventh. The Duke is ſaid to have given the Name of 
Placentia to this Palace and Diſtrict, on Account of their 
agreeable Situations ; but Stow aſſerts that this Name was 
given by Henry the Seventh. King Edward IV, enlarged 
the Edifice; and in the 5th Year of his Reign, granted it 
to Elizabeth, his then Queen*. Henry VII, added a Brick 
Front towards the Water- ſide, and built a Houſe adjoining 
to the Palace, probably the low Building, which is at the 
Eaſt End thereof for the Reception of certain Obſervant 
Fryers, who came to Greenwich about the latter End of 
the Reign of K. Edward the Fourth, from whom they 
had obtained a Chauntry there, together with a ſmall 
Chapel of the Holy* Croſs. This Houſe, together with 
the Manors of Lewiſham and Eaſt Greenwich, being con- 
veyed, and aſſured, to King Henry VIII, his Heirs, and 
Succeſſors, in the T'wenty-ſecond Year of his Reign; he 
ſpared no Coſt to render it a ſplendid and magnificent Pa- 
lace. Queen Elizabeth made ſeveral . Additions to theſe 
Buildings ; another Front towards the Gardens was built 
by Queen Ann, Wife of K. James I, who alſo laid the 
Foundation of the Houſe, next the Park, where the Go- 
vernor of the Hoſpital afterwards reſided, which Houſe was

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finiſhed and adorned in a ſuperb Manner by Henrietta Ma- 
ria, Queen to King Charles the Firſt. 


In this fair Palace, in which the Kings and Queens of 
England heretofore have taken fo great a Delight, were 
born many Royal Perſons; amongſt others, Henry VIII, 
and his brother Edmund, and Edw. VI, Queen Mary, 
and her Siſter Queen Elizabeth, and ſeveral Children of K. 

James I. Here allo died that moſt amiable and ever lamented 
Sovereign Edward VI. 


Henry Howard, Earl of Northampton, founded' an Hoſ- 
pital here,. by the Thames, and enlarged and beautified the 
Edifice, which was then called the Caſtle, being a more 
eminent Part of the King's Old Palace ; from. whence was. 
a moſt delightful Proſpect towards the River. 


An Ordinance* of Parliament paſſed July 16, 1649, for 
the Sale of the Crown Lands, in which. was a Clauſe, 
providing, that the ſame ſhould not extend, inter alia, to- 
the Manor of Eaſt Greenwich, nor to the Houſe, Park, 
Caſtle, or any Buildings thereunto belonging: in Conſe- 
quence whereof they were permitted to remain in the Hands 
of the State. 


The Neceſſities of che Commonwealth, ene time after, 


requiring Monies to be raiſed for defraying the Expences. 


of the Navy; the Houſe of Commons, on the 27th of 


November, 1652, took that Matter into Conſideration,

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and came to the following Reſolution ; viz. That Green- 
wich Houſe, Park, and Lands, ſhould be immediately fold 
for ready Money*. On the ſixth of December following 
they ordered Surveyors to be ſworn for the due Valuation of 
the Premiſſes, in like manner as had been preſcribed for 
ſurveying other Eſtates of the late King, Queen, and Prince; 


and on the 31ſt Day of the ſame Month, the Houſe paſſed 


an Ordinance for carrying the Survey and Sale into Exe- 
cution. The Survey was accordingly taken, and Particulars 
made out -for the Sale of the Hoby Stables, and ſome 
trifling Parts of the Royal Garden and Palaces, but no 
further Proceedings appear to have been had at that 


Time. 


In the Year 1654, the* Sub-Committee, for the Revenue, 
finding that the Houſe and Park of Laſt Greenwich, to- 
gether, with Hampton-Court Houſe and Park, Somerſet 
Houſe, &c. and other the King's Palaces, had been ſur- 
veyed, and the Buildings valued at 25,9691. 6s. 6d. but that 
the ſame then remained unſold, after ſolemn Debates, de- 
clared, as their Opinion, that they are fit Places for the 
Accommodation of the Lord Protector, therefore not to be 
valued at any groſs Sum, yet, that they might be allowed 
toward the Revenue as they are returned in the Survey, at 
the Rent of 12541. 138. 4d.

MS. in the Poſſeſſion of Lord Godolphin, 
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King Charles the Second, finding the Old Palace greatly de- 
cayed by Time, and the Want of neceſſary Reparations during 
the Uſurpation, ſoon after his Return to England, began to 
erect a New Palace in this Place; but it being left unfiniſhed 
at his Death, remained in that Condition until King Wil- 
liam III. and Queen Mary, by Letters Patent, bearing Date 
the 25th of October, in the Sixth Year of their Reign, 


granted to Sir John Sommers, then Keeper of the Great 


Seal, and divers others, a Piece or Parcel of Ground, Part 
of the Manor of Greenwich, containing Eight Acres, Two 
Roods, and Thirty-two ſquare Perches, and which, as 
deſcribed in thoſe Letters Patent, is bounded by the River 
Thames on the North, and contained, by Admeaſurement, 
along the River, from a Houſe in the Occupation of Ni- 
cholas Smythys, to the Eaſt End of the Edifice called 
the Veſtry, Six Hundred Seventy-three Feet, abutting in 
Part, Eaſt, on the public Way, leading from the Crane to 
the Back Lane, South on the Old Tilt-Yard and the 
Queen's Garden, and Weſt on the Fryer's Road and 
other Lands belonging to the Crown, together with the 
Capital Meſſuage, then lately in building by King Charles 
the Second, and ſtill remaining unfiniſhed, commonly called 
by the. Name of the Palace at Greenwich, and there ſtand- 
ing upon Part of the aforeſaid Ground: To hold, forever, 
as of the Manor of Eaſt Greenwich, in free and common 
Socage, by Fealty only, to the Intent that the Premiſſes 
ſhould be converted (as they have accordingly * into an 
Hoſpital for Seamen.
